Smear Tactics 
Are Un-American 


Before and during the Republican 
convention, Gerald L. K. Smith, Joe 
Kamp, and others of the “smear set’ 
carried on a really vicious attack against 
General Eisenhower and President Tru- 
man, linking them together. 


Joe Kamp sent out with funds ad- 
vanced him from some of those sup- 
porting Senator Taft hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies of his smear sheet 
“Headlines.” They urged the nomina- 
tion of Taft and their slanders were so 
vile that in time the senator publicly 
disowned their support. 

A great many innocent people are 
taken in by these smearers. There ac- 
tually are those who have been per- 
suaded to believe that General Eisen- 
hower is “soft” toward communism. 
Others have been persuaded that the 
bipartisan foreign policy, which was not 
without faults, was soft toward commu- 
nism, when the facts are it has des- 
perately warred against it and stopped 
it for the time being at least in its 
world advance. There were others who 
were petty-minded enough to accept the 
charge that General Eisenhower was a 
Democrat because his latest Army pro- 
motions had come under Democratic ad- 
ministrations. 

Now, the general has spoken out. He 
was called on in Denver by Mrs. F. 
Peavey Heffelfinger, Republican na- 
tional committeewoman from Minnesota, 
who told him the mails were being 
flooded with anti-Semitic attacks and 
smears against him and the Truman 
administration; and asked him for a 
statement. 

She got it. And it is a good one. 
Said the general: 


“Appeals to prejudice and bigotry 
have no place in America. Those were 
the tactics of the Nazis and Fascists. 
That was why the freedom-loving people 
of the world destroyed them. Those are 
the tactics of the Communists today.” 


That’s forthright and what we ex- 
pect of him. 

But what will he and the party do 
about Joe McCarthy, who also engages 
in smears? McCarthy’s charges against 
individuals and the State department 
have gone unproved and unsubstanti- 
ated. He had no part in the uncover- 
ing of those Communists who have been 
exposed and punished. 

And what will he do about Senator 
Kem and others who are careless and 
irresponsible in their statements about 
others? We know he doesn’t approve. 
And we recognize it is an uncomfortable 
political spot which must be handled 
with great finesse. But it must be 
handled. 

The Dallas News, for example, which 
is supporting the GOP nominee, has al- 
ready served notice it will not allow 
any attacks against Governor Steven- 
son in the Hiss case matter merely be- 
cause the governor said, when asked 
for an opinion as to Hiss’ character and 
reputation, that from what he had seen 
and heard he knew nothing against Hiss. 

There is evidence some of the oppo- 
sition will seek to smear Stevenson be- 
cause of this. There comes a time when 
we must all stand up and be counted. 
And this nation must do just that in the 
campaign ahead. 

General Eisenhower’s statement 
against prejudice and smearing is wel- 
come. It is just what we expected of 
him. 

Governor Stevenson has already, said 
as much. The rest of us can stand with 
them.

Signs of Depression 
Are Not in Sight 


The midyear report of the Council of 
Economic Advisers to the President pro- 
vides comfort to those who are alarmed 
by the economic outlook for the next 
few years — particularly after the re- 
armament goals are reached and de- 
fense expenditures cut back. 


Confidence in the future is based 
upon the experience of the period from 
1946 to the beginning of the Korean 
War when defense expenditures dropped 
drastically. There was no sharp de- 
pression. In fact, boom times existed. 
And our present defense expenditures 
will not be cut back so drastically for 
many years to come. 

The report shows that, as a result 
of developments over the past 15 years, 
incomes are more widely distributed 
and more people have more purchas- 
ing power than ever before. Particu- 
larly do low income groups have more 
money to spend. They are buying con- 
sumer goods formerly restricted to a 
limited group. 

In other words, there are bigger 
markets for automobiles, refrigerators, 
appliances of all. kinds, a demand for 
more and better foods, better clothing, 


housing, and even for luxury items. 
With savings at the highest level in his- 
tory, there is little likelihood of a drop 
in demand. Greater demand and bigger 
markets result in more work for more 
people, more dividends for the inves- 
tors and the system is becoming self- 
perpetuating and depression proof—at 
least so the economic advisers believe. 

he greater demand for goods pro- 
vides a stimulus for investment which 
in turn provides more jobs. “Built-in 
stabilizers” to prevent economic distress 
such as unemployment insurance, old- 
age benefits, veterans’ readjustment 
payments, agricultural price supports, 
housing loans—most of which are not 
too costly to the taxpayers—assist to 
prevent local depression conditions that 
could spread throughout the economy. 


These depression ‘“‘shock absorbers” 
have been called socialistic, but at the 
same time they have been accepted by 
the nation as the lesser of evils when 
they look back on the distressing situa- 
tions that occurred in the do-nothing 
days. 

The advisers point out that there is 
no end in sight to development of the 
American economy. Right now there 
are wide-open opportunities for devel- 
opment of electric power, chemical in- 
dustries, oil and gas facilities, housing, 
and transportation of all kinds. 

Despite predictions of doom—and the 
greatest danger is an ever-increasing 
inflation—the over-all outlook is one 
of health.

County or State Lines 
Do Not Bar Polio 


Polio knows no county or state lines. 
Neither does it respect communities. 
However, co-operation of counties, states 
and communities gives promise that in 
the not-too-distant future this dread 
malady will be brought under control. 

And yet we still have communities 
who refuse to co-operate in the polio 
drives held every year because they can 
see no direct benefit to the community 
that year. Since they have been spared 
polio cases, they feel it is not their re- 
sponsibility. 

They also insist upon lumping the 
polio contributions into the one-package 
Community Chest drives, forgetting that 
one severe case of polio would require 
all the average community would allot 
in its annual one-package budget. 
Should an epidemic strike a community, 
it becomes an impossible task for local 
funds to handle. 

The fight on polio, then, is not a 
community affair except when it strikes 
in a particular community. It thus be- 
comes a job for every community to 
work to prevent it from striking. The 
only assurance against this is in the 
long-term battle to conquer the disease. 
In that battle every citizen, every com- 
munity, every state has a stake. 

Great strides are being made in this 
fight on polio. The National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, financed 
through large and small contributions 
of all citizens, offers hope that conquest 
is not far away. Continued support of 
its efforts promises that sooner than we 
think there will be no more uncontrol- 
lable outbreaks such as occurred this 
year in Texas.

Living costs and taxes are higher, in 
many cases returns on investments, par- 
ticularly interest on bonds, are down.

‘Insurance Firms Have Found Plans 


To Reward Good Drivers Impractical’ 


Atlanta—Your editorial (July 19) recom- 
mending a lower insurance rate for the safe 
driver has much theoretical merit, but in 
the experience of the insurance companies 
which have endeavored to institute such 
plans, they have so far been proven imprac- 
tical. 

The insurance companies today are study- 
ing this problem from two approaches: re- 
warding the good driver, or penalizing the 
bad driver. Starting from the fact that only 
about six out of every 100 drivers are in- 
volved in any one year in a property dam- 
age or liability claim, let’s analyze the re- 
ward plan first. 


Some insurance companies specialize in 
accepting good drivers at a lower-than-man- 
ual rate. But once the insured has a claim, 
his policy is canceled. If every insurance 
company operated on this basis, thousands 
of drivers would be without insurance un- 
less they applied at a higher rate through 
the Assigned Risk Plan, which forces the 
‘“‘bad’”’ risks in rotation on all licensed com- 
panies. 


Jf a “safe driver reward” plan were in- 
stituted, which was tried about 15 years ago 
and failed, the rate would. automatically be 
increased on al]l drivers in order to give the 
good driver his. cash reward. . This would 
mean setting up a system of issuing checks 
to 94 out of every 100 insured drivers in or- 
der to penalize the six who statistically 
should be involved in a claim. 


A plan of penalizing the bad driver also 
has its faults, the main one involving an ex- 
pensive central office or checking system for 
control. If a driver is insured in one com- 
pany and has an accident, requiring an in- 
creased premium if he continues his insur- 
ance, there would be nothing to prevent him 
from going to any other company where it 
would be difficult and expensive to check on 
his driving record. 

The casualty insurance companies lost 
over $100,000,000 in 1951. They operate by 
rating laws which allow them a profit and 
contingency factor of only 2 per cent of the 
premium. No other business would care to 
invest its capital at such a low return, on 
such a calculated risk. 


The answer to the problem is _ public 
awareness of the increased insurance rates 
they are bringing about by careless driving 
habits, and the education of juries which are 
recommending awards out of all proportion 
to the injuries caused. 


The Constitution is to be congratulated 
sincerely in its efforts to instill into the pub- 
lic a greater respect for highway and traffic 
safety. These messages, if heeded, will re- 
sult in lower insurance rates.

We sat in the shade of the funeral parlor porch and listened to 
Lt. W. E. Bullard talk about murder. 

As head of the homicide squad of the Atlanta police force, there’s 
no man better qualified than Lieutenant Bullard to talk about mur 
der. But we couldn’t help being amused at the way he takes it 
‘personally. 

Charged with the responsibility of cutting down homicides in 
Atlanta, the lieutenant receives every new violent death in his ter-- 
ritory like a stab through his own heart. You'd think, to hear him 
talk, that killers had him in mind when they went out and bumped 
off their prey. 

He even has a suspicion that a lot of people who know they are 
going to die, pick Atlanta on purpose. 

“‘You watch it,’”’ he said. ‘‘People who don’t even live here will 
check in at a local hotel and then die without witnesses. And that 
kind of death is ours until the coroner’s jury holds that it was from 
natural causes and lets the homicide squad off.’’ 

Lieutenant Bullard has a wry, half-humorous way of talking 
and we were amused until we got to thinking about it. 

All of us there on the funeral parlor porch, sorrowing relatives, 
reporters, photographers, detectives and investigators from the so- 
licitor’s office were there because murder had been committed. 


Some of us did not know the young man who lay dead in there. 
We did not know the weeping young woman, his wife, who had ad- 
mitted to killing him. But one way or other, we were all affected. 

The coroner and his jury were affected too as was the young 
doctor who had examined the slain man, the stenographer who took 
the notes, the undertaker. 

Over the splashing of the little fountain in the yard and the 
sounds of the yardman’s rake we thought of the relatives involved— 
five children in all, the children of the couple by previous marriages.
